For  Head  Coach  Bill  Clingan  the  1992-93  basketball  campaign  was  a  tough  one 
but  it  finished  on  a  high  note.  The  Trojans  finished  the  season  with  a  winning 
record  going  15-14  on  the  year.  After  getting  off  to  a  fast  start  the  Trojans  hit  a 
mid-season  slide  that  they  could  not  overcome.  The  Trojans  started  the  season 
winning  ten  out  of  their  first  twelve  games.  They  won  the  Pickle  Classic  beating 
Savannah  College  1 16-66  and  Barton  74-70.  After  the  Pickle  Classic  the  Trojans 
went  on  to  win  their  next  five  games  before  they  ran  into  a  drought.
